HOW 
BARTHOIEMY 
CAPTURED 
A 
HUGE SPANISH MERCHANTMAN. 


His First Attack tailed—The Little Pirate 
Then Lay With!* Sho rt Range, and W ith 
Rifles the Spanish Fo rce Was Reduced 
and Finally Co nquered. 


A series o f sketches by Frank R. 
Sto ckto n o n “ Tao Bnccaneers o f Our 
Co ast” is o ne of the features o f St. 
Nicho las. Mr. Sio o kto n tells o f the ad­ 
ventures 
o f Btrtho lexny Po rtuguez, 
who , with a small crew in a small ves­ 
sel, captured a huge Spanish merchant­ 
man in the Caribbean sea. Mr. Sto ckto n 
say s: The little pirate sailed bo ldly to ­ 
ward the big S])aniard, and the latter 
vessel, utterly asto nished at tho audac­ 
ity o f this attack—fo r the pirates’ flag 
was fly ing—lay to , head to the wind, 
and waited, the gunners standing by 
their canno n. 
When the pirates had 
co me near eno ugh to see and understand 
the size and po wer o f the vessel they 
had tho ught o f attacking, they did no t, 
as might have been expected, put abo ut 
and sail away at the best o f their ves­ 
sel’s speed, bo t they kept straight o n 
their co nrse, as if they were abo ut to 
fall upo n a great, unwieldy merchant­ 
man manned by to m mo n sailo rs. 
Perceiving the fo o lhardiness o f the 
little vessel, the Spanish co mmander 
determined to give It a lesso n which 
wo uld teach its captain to understand 
better the relative po wer o f great ves­ 
sels and little o ms, so as so o n as the 
pirates’ vessel was near eno ugh he o r­ 
dered a bro adside fired upo n it. The 
Spanish ship had a great many peo ple 
o n bo ard. It had » crew o f 70 men, and 
besides these tlwre were so me passen­ 
gers and regular marines, and, kno w­ 
ing that the captan bad determined to 
fire upo n the appro aching vessel every ­ 
bo dy had gathered o n deck to see th# 
little pirate ship go do wn. 
But the ten great canno n balls which 
were sho t o ut it Bartho lemy ’s little 
craft all misted their aim, aud befo re the 
guns co uld be relo aded o r the great ship 
be go t aro und so is to deliver ber o ther 
bro adside the pirate vessel was alo ng­ 
side o f her. Bartbo lewy had fired no ne 
o f his canno n. 
Such guns were useless 
against so huge a fo e. What he was aft­ 
er Was a baud' to hand co mbat o n the 
deck o f the Spanish ship. 
The pirates were all ready fo r ho t 
wo rk. 
They bad thro wn aside their 
co ats and shirts, ss if each o f them were 
go ing into a prj&fight, and w ith their 
cutlasses in Bae r hands and their pis­ 
to ls and kniveft in their belts they 
K’rambled like mo nkey s up the sides o i 
the great ship Bat Spaniards are brave 
men and go o d lighters—there were mo re 
than twice as many o f them as there 
were o f the pinto *-—and it was no t 
lo ng befo re tile latter fo und o ut that 
they co uld no t capture that vessel by 
bo arding it. So direr the side they tum ­ 
bled as fast as they co uld go , leaving 
so me o f their number dead and wo unded 
behind them. 
They jumped into their 
o wn Teas* I, and then they put o ff to a 
sho rt db tau ce tc take breath and get 
ready fear a different kind o f fight. The 
trium phant Sjmniards no w prepared to 
get rid o f this bo atlo ad o f half naked 
wild beasts, which they co uld easily do 
if they to o k better aim with their can­ 
no n than they had do ne befo re. 
But to their unazement they so o n 
fo und that they wo ld do no thing with 
the guns, no r wsre they able to wo rk 
their ship so as to get it into po sitio n 
fo r effectual sho ts, fiartho lemy and bis 
men laid aside their cutlasses and their 
pisto ls and to o k u? muskets, w ith which 
they were well pro vided. 
Their vessel 
lay witbiu very skirt range o f the Span­ 
ish ship, and whenever a man co uld be 
seen thro ugh th* po rtho les o r sho wed 
himself in the rigging o r any where else 
where it was necessary to go in o rder 
to wo rk the ship Ie made himself a tar­ 
get fo r the go o d aim o f the pirates. The 
pirate vessel co uld mo ve abo ut as it 
pleased, fo r it required but a few men 
to manage it, aid so it kept o ut cf 
tho way o f the Spanish guns, and its 
best marksmen, do uching clo se to the 
deck, fired and fired whenever a Span­ 
ish head was to bt seen. 
Fo r five lo ng ho urs this unequal co n­ 
test was kept up. It m ight have re­ 
minded o ne o f a nan with a slender ro d 
and a lo ng, delicate line who had 
ho o ked a big salmo n. The man co uld 
no t pull in the salmo n, but, o n the o ther 
hand, the salmo n co uld no t hurt the 
man, and in the co urse o f time the big 
fish wo uld be tirtd o ut and the man 
wo uld get o ut his landing net and sco o p 
him in. 
No w, Bartho leo y tho ught he co uld 
sco o p in the Spanish vessel. 
So many 
o f ber men had bten sho t that tho two 
crews wo uld be mo re nearly equal. So 
he bo ldly ran his vessel alo ngside the 
big sh ip and again bo arded her. 
Then 
there was ano ther great fight o n the 
decks. The Spaniards had ceased to be 
trium phant, but they had beco me des­ 
perate, and in th* furio us co mbat ten 
o f the pirates wo re killed and fo ur 
wo unded. 
But 
the Spaniards fared 
wo rse than that. Mo re than half o f the 
men who had no t been sho t by the pi­ 
rates went do wn Snefore their cutlasses 
and pisto ls, and it was no t lo ng befo re 
Bartho lemy had captured the great 
Spanish skip. 
It was a fearful and a co stly victo ry 
he had gained. A great part o f his o wn 
men were ly ing dead o r blipless o n the 
deck, and o f the Spaniards o nly 40 were 
left alive, aud tlese, it appears fro m 
the acco unts, must have been nearly all 
.wo unded o r disabled.

B ls First A ttaek F ulled—Th* Little Pirate 
Then Lay W ithin Short Bange, and W ith 
littles the Spanish Fore* W as Seduced 
and F inally Conquered. 


A scries of sketches by Frauk B. 
Stockton on "T he Buccaneers of Our 
Coast” is one of the features of St. 
Nicholas. Mr. Stockton tells of the ad­ 
ventures 
of Bartholcmy Portuguese 
who, w ith a small crew in a small ves­ 
sel, captured a huge Spanish m erchant­ 
man in the Caribbean sea. Mr. Stockton 
says: Tho little pirate sailed boldly to­ 
ward the big Spaniard, and tho latter 
veaacl, utterly astonished at tho audac­ 
ity of this attack—for the pirates’ flag 
was flying—lay to, head to the wind, 
and waited, the gunners standing by 
their cannon. 
When the pirates had 
oome near enough to see and understand 
the aize and power of the vessel they 
had thought of attacking, they did not, 
as m ight have been expected, put about 
and sail away at the best of their ves­ 
sel's speed, bat they kept straight on 
their course, as if they were about to 
fall upon a great, unwieldy m erchant­ 
man manned by common sailors. 
Perceiving the foolhardiness of the 
little vessel, the Spanish commander 
determined to give it a lesson which 
wonld teach its captain to understand 
better the relative power of great ves­ 
sels and little (mea, so as soon as tbs 
pirates’ vessel was near enough be or­ 
dered a broadside fired upon i t The 
Spanish ship bad a great many people 
on board. It had a crew of 70 men, and 
besides these there were some passen­ 
gers and regular marines, and, know­ 
ing that the captain bad determined to 
fire upon the approaching vessel every­ 
body had gathered on deck to see the 
little pirate ship go down. 
But the ten great cannon balls which 
were shot cut at Bartholeniy’s little 
t raft all mil-fed their aim, and before the 
guns coaid be reloaded or the great ship 
be got around so as to deliver ber other 
broadside the pirate vessel was along­ 
side of her. Bartbolemy had fired none 
ut his cannoli.

They had thrown attid© their 
coats and shirts, as if each of them were 
going into a prizefight, and with their 
va Casate in fbeir hands and their pix 
tole and knives in their tells they 
fr rambled like monkeys up the sides of 
the great ship. But Spaniards are brave 
men and good fighters—there were more 
than twice aa many of them as there 
Weare cd the pirates—aud it was not 
long before the latter found out that 
they could not capture that vessel by 
boarding i t So over the side they turn 
bled as fast as they am id go, having 
some of their number dead aud wounded 
behind them. 
They jumped into their 
own rem I, and then they put off to a 
short distance to take breath and get 
ready fear a different kind of fight. The 
trium phant Spaniards now prepared to 
get rid cd this boatload of half naked 
wild beasts, which they could easily do 
if they took better aim with their can­ 
non than they had demo before. 
But to their amazement they soon 
found that they could do nothing with 
tho guns, nor were they able to work 
their ship so as to get it Into position 
for effectual shots. Bartbolemy and his 
mea laid aside their cutlasses and their 
pistols and took np muskets, with which 
they wert well provided. 
Their vessel 
lay within very short raugeof the Span­ 
ish ship, and whenever a man contd be 
N on through the portholes or showed 
him I-elf in th© rigging or anywhere else 
where it was necessary to go In order 
to work the ship he made himself a tar­ 
get for the good aim of the pirates. The 
pirate vessel could move about as it 
pleased, for it required but a few men 
to manage it, and so it kept out of 
the way of the Spanish guns, and its 
bist marksmen, crouching close to the 
deck, find and fired whenever a Span­ 
ish head was to be seen. 
For five long hours this unequal con­ 
test was kept up. 
It m ight have re­ 
minded one of a man w ith a slender rod 
and a long, delicate liue who had 
hooked a big salmon. 
The man could 
uot pull in the sal moil, but, on the other 
hand, the salmon could uot hurt the 
man, and in the course of time the big 
fish would be tired out and the man 
woald get out his landing net and scoop 
him in. 
Now, Burtholemy thought he could 
•coop in the Spanish vessel. 
So many 
of ber men had been shot that tho two 
crews would be more nearly equal. So 
he boldly ran bis vessel alongside the 
big sh ip and again boarded her. Then 
there was another great fight on the 
decks. 
The Spaniards had ceased to be 
trium phant, hut they had become des­ 
perate, aud in the furious combat ten 
of the pirates wore killed aud four 
wounded. 
But 
the Spaniards fared 
worse than th a t More than half of the 
men who had not been shot by the pi­ 
rates went down before their cutlasses 
and pistols, aud it was not long before 
Bartbolemy had captured the great 
Spanish ship. 
it was a fearful and a costly victory 
he had gained. A great part of his own 
men were lying dead or h ip less on the 
deck, aud of the Spaniards only 40 were 
left alive, aud these, it appears from 
the accounts, must have teen nearly all 
.wounded or disabled.

Tennyson mid, "Somehow water Is 
the element I love test of all four," but 
in the recent memoir he is also credited 
with saying that he "never cared great­ 
ly for the sea on the south coast It is 
not a grand sea, amy J angry, cart sea." 
Probably that was a view expressed 
before be became fam iliar w ith the lo­ 
cality, for though the A tlantic doe*.not 
plunge against the isle of W ight as 
against Cornwall and the west of Ire­ 
land be himself has proved how much 
power and enchantment the sea reveals 
from the downs. Let the weather be 
fair or foal, nature is never doll from 
the vantage ground of those convexities 
which seem like the rind of the earth 
and give an illusion of vastness and 
openness beyond their actual area. Men 
striding on ridges and etched against 
the sky indeed seem "as trees w aiting." 
The wind rustling in tho ear, the sheep 
bleating, the sea churning among the 
bowlders, the occasional bellowing of a 
steamer for a pilot, the swallows crying 
in their low dights and the g nils scream­ 
ing give the only sounds. 
W’hen the 
m ist closes over the scene, a strange 
sense of being disembodied possesses us, 
we are lost in the impenetrable vapor, 
and the gulls pass over our beads, vis­ 
ible but for an instant as they float from 
obscurity into obscurity. In times of 
storm one seems to be at the scat of the 
elements and a witness to all their 
processes. 
The clonds roll and break 
against tho cliffs like another sea, and 
sunbursts flashing from them leave a 
silver swath over the vexed and som­ 
ber billows. 
On sultry days a water­ 
spout, whirling like a dervish, is no un­ 
common sight, and be who makes the 
downs bis observatory becomes wise in 
all the phenomena of sea aud air. Climb­ 
ing them at night gives one the feeling 
of scaling the walls of heaven itself. 
They slope like the sides of a yeasted, 
and tho apex of the pyramid inrpaka 
the stars. On sunny days the sea below 
is purple, and every shade of bins aud 
green that can be thought of, even (to 
use one of Tennyson’sown descriptions) 
"like a peacock’s neck.” 
Rarely was there a visitor at Fairing- 
ford that he was not brought up to the 
beacon and shown all tiles© wonders and 
beauties. 
Except in bis dolling years 
the poet was found upon them in all 
weathers aud at all seasons, aud from 
them aud the surrounding scenery he 
drew many of the landscapes of his 
poems.—North American Review.

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“ Tho first souvenirs I ever knew of 
being given out iu the show business," 
said the old circus man, “ we gavoaway 
in our show at the tirno we had the big 
18 foot giraffe. 
We never had an a t­ 
traction that beat the big giraffe. 
The 
people wore just carried away with 
him. There wasn’t anything about him 
bat what interested 
them, even the 
slightest little things. 
On clear days, 
when we were where we could do it and 
tho sun was right for us, we used to get 
tho giraffe out in front of the entrance 
of tho main tent aud have him stand 
there like a great sentry. People used to 
stop aud lo^k up at him, and then the 
first thing you know somebody’d dis­ 
cover his shadder. 
Anybody’d cast a 
long shadder at that hour of the day, of 
course, but the giraffe’s shadder reached 
uh far as you could see. And as soon as 
one man begun to look at it 40 others 
did, aud then you’d see ’em. 
I ’ve seen 
1,000 people at a time line up long that 
shadder and just stand along the edge 
of it down past the main tout and the 
sideshow 
tents, just standing there 
lookin at it. Tho giraffe was great, but 
his shadder fairly staggered ’em. 
And 
there they’d stand till the sun dropped 
down under the edge of the earth, and 
the first thing they knew there wasn’t 
any shadder. Then they’d stare at each 
other for a minute, and then all bunch 
up together r,gain and louk at the giraffe 
till we took him in. 
“ We usod to have a line on tho pro­ 
gramme saying that at 3 o’clock and at 
I) o’clock the great giraffe would hand 
around ice water. That's where th# boti 


give away four dozen tumblers at every 
performance, one in each section. When 
the time come, we’d march the giraffe 
around the edge of the ring, and in 
front of each section his keeper would 
hand him a wire holder holding a dozen 
glasses, which be would take by the 
handle in his mouth. Tall as he was, he 
could reach easy to the highest ba< k 
scats. I t’s astonishing how people used 
to grab for those glasses. 
It seems as 
though the whole section would stand 
up on the seats and all grab for the 
holder when it come near ’em. 
They’d 
spill tho water and get wet and have 
the greatest time you ever heard of, but 
nobody got hurt, aud so we just let her 
buzz along. 
But finally something did 
happen. 
“ At one evening entertainm ent when 
he was serving out the souvenirs, when 
we come to one of the sections, there was 
a man sitting bu the fourth tier from 
tho top who picked up his boy, a bright 
looking youngster about IO years old, 
who was sitting alongside of him, and 
sat him up on bis shoulder. The giraffe 
lifted the holder up and swept it along 
the seats w ith the people grabbing, and 
when it come near this man with the 
boy on his shoulder the man just lifted 
him up so that the boy could stand on 
his shoulders. 
He was going to get one 
anyway, aud when the holder came 
along tho boy made a grab for it. There 
was only one glass left in it then, but 
the boy got it. He upset it liftiug it out 
of the holder aud scattered the water 
all over everybody, 
but that didn’t 
count. 
He got the glass and was com­ 
ing down w ith it when his father, in ­ 
stead of feeling him jounce down on bis 
shoulder, felt his weight growing light­ 
er, and the next m inute he and every­ 
body else saw the boy suspended in the 
air. When the giraffe saw the last glass 
go, he lifted the holder, the way he al­ 
ways did, to clear the people before 
swinging it around and down to the 
keeper. This time when he lifted it tile 
buttons on the outside of the cuff of the 
boy’s jacket got caught in the wires. 
They were sewed on the way mothers 
sew on buttons, and they held the 
youngster’s weight easily, aud when 
the giraffe lifted the holder up he lifted 
the boy w ith it. 
“ Then there was a scene. 
We knew 
the giraffe wouldn’t hurt a fly, but it 
looked to the people as though he had 
the boy in his teeth aud was going to 
sling him through the other end of no­ 
where. The whole audience rose up and 
stood 
leaning 
forrard, watchin and 
never sayiu boo, but tho giraffe swung 
his neck around as gentle and easy as 
the arm of a eraue and lowered the 
holder and the boy hanging to it safe 
into the arms of the keeper in the riDg. 
Tho boy hadn’t even dropped the tum ­ 
bler. 
“ Then the people did holler, and the 
giraffe walked off as stately as you 
pleats, the boy climbed buck up to his 
pop, aud the show went on. 
Nobody 
hurt, but when we run out of the tum ­ 
blers we had on hand we adopted an­ 
other stylo of souvenir."—New York 
Sun.

Hail)tues of Riverside drive, between 
Beventy-fifth and Eightieth streets, on 
very sunny days have noticed a middle 
aged man carrying a case, which ap­ 
pears to be about throe feet long by one 
foot deep and two feet wide. 
It is ap­ 
parently a black leather case with an 
ordinary grip handle to the upper part, 
and the man, seeking some unfrequent­ 
ed piece of wall, generally one of the 
embrasures, places his case on the wall, 
smokes his pipe and loiters around, look­ 
ing at the ever changing river and its 
traffic. If others come around, he moves 
on, but if not he may stay there from 
two to three hours in the full sun. 
Ho 
Is a rat catcher, or rather a rat driver. 
He works only in large warehouses and 
does not touch the sm aller dwelling 
houses or fiats except in rare cases. 
Ho is a Scandinavian whom nothing 
w ill warm to conversation but his na­ 
tive tongue. 
His case is wood on the 
back, ends and bottom and wire on the 
front and top. 
There are neat spring 
shades which roll down over front and 
top. 
In tbis cage are eight or ten large 
rats. 
If any one comes near, down go 
the shades, but as long as tho coast is 
clear the shades are up and the rats are 
running around basking in the sunlight. 
lf he takes you into his confidence, he 
will tell you that it is w ith theseYafs 
he clears buildings. 
The other day he 
said: 
‘ When I was living in Stockholm, 
the large granaries were full of rats, 
and a reward was offered to clear them. 
Many tried. 
Traps were set by the 
hundred. 
’One man built a room as large as an 
ordinary parlor, cased it with tin aud 
fed tho rats with oatmeal scented with 
oil of aniseed, gradually laying trains 
of this feed to the room until he had all 
the rats ou a string. 
Then he fitted an 
autom atic drop to the entrance, and 
when his rats were feeding he caged 
them all, several hundred. The first 
man who did this went into the room 
w ith dogs to kill them and was nearly 
eaten himself, like that farmer out west 
few weeks ago. The second man 
starved and then poisoned his, but in f* 
week there were just as many rats as 
ever. 
The supply was inexhaustible 
from the rivers aud quays. Poisoning 
was no good because of the terrific 
smell, and so I took the m atter in hand. 
“ I thought it over and finally set u 
trap aud caught some rats. Then I tied 
a piece of wire round their necks, to 
which I slung a little tinkling brass 
bell, and then I let the bell ringer! 
loose in the building they had been 
caught in. They knew the rnns and 
went to join their friends and relatives, 
who of coom ran from the bells. Th# 
more they ran the more ran the bell 
carriers, until the building was ‘boo 
doo’ in rat language and not a ra* 
would enter. 
“ If I could have lured back my bell 
carriers, all would have been well; but, 
fam iliarity breeding contempt, the rats 
grew accustomed to them aud in a few 
months were back again, and as build­ 
ing after building had been cleared by 
this trick there was not a rat in the c it/ 
who did not know of the bells. Then I 
tried tarring Borne rats with 
strong 
smelling coal tar, which rats cannot 
bear and will avoid if possible, and this 
answered for awhile, but a fire occurred, 
aud a rat, tar coated, ran out of tl.% 
blading building w ith his fur ablazB 
and, going into auntlier building not ip 
danger, set it on fire—wood gets very 
dry in those old buildings over there— 
aud b o an ordinance was passed prohib­ 
iting the use of tar. 
“ I had made money, and I came to 
this country. I did well for some years, 
but in tho depression my capital ran 
short aud I failed; so then I took to 
clearing business places of rats again 
and am doing quite well. 
The first 
thing is to learn the lay of the building 
where the rats come from. 
If a grain 
elevator is near, clear the elevator aud 
trap those in tho other places. Rats very 
seldom run around more than one build­ 
ing, except as an overflow. Then, hav­ 
ing determined that point, try the tar, 
then the bell, and after that these fel­ 
lows in the cage. They are coated with 
luminous paint, and being exposed to 
the sunlight here can be taken to a 
building tonight, loosed and will fly 
through the runs, spreading fear wher­ 
ever they go and creating a stampede. 
If you have over seen luminous paint 
effects, yon can readily understand it. 
The great beauty of this plan is that the 
rats do not live more than 24 to 48 
hours after a coating w ith this paint, so 
the novelty never wears off. It is a prep­ 
aration of limo, which I discovered for 
myself, and has to be newly made aud 
mixed like a varnish. 
This closes tho 
pores of the skin, and after chasing 
around to catch up w ith the flying rela­ 
tives the rat is in a sweat, and that fin­ 
ishes him, and they never get used to it. 
W ill a rat sweat? Well, you cage a rat, 
and then let a terrier roll the cage 
around for a few minutes, and you w ill 
see a rat as damp as if dipped into a 
pail of water. 
I get as high as $20 a 
month for keeping some places in this 
city clear of rats, and I work several 
other cities as well. The only thing I am 
afraid of is the society (Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals), but I have nearly 
made enough to start in my own busi­ 
ness again, and then I w ill cease rat 
driving. 
Sell my business? No, I may 
w ant again in this city of ups and 
dow ns."—New York Sun.

HE IS A RAT DEITER. 


LUMINOUS PAINT SUCCEEDS W H ERE 
BELLS, TAR AND TRAPS FAILED. 


TUE HLD CIRCUS MAN. 


HIS TALK ABOUT THE FIRST SO U VE­ 
NIRS GIVEN BY SHOW PEOPLE. 


They Were Distributed by the Great Gi­ 
raffe — A Thrilling Incident Which At­ 
tended One Performance—Dow the Peo­ 
ple Stood on the Giraffe’s Shadow. 


“ Tho first souvenirs I ever knew of 
being given out in the show business, ” 
said the old circus m an, “ we gave away 
in our show at the tim e we had the big 
I s foot giraffe. 
We never had an a t­ 
traction th at beat the big giraffe. 
The 
people w ere ju st carried away w ith 
bim . Thoro w asn’t anything about him 
bot w hat interested 
them, even the 
slightest little things. 
On clear days, 
when wo were w here we could do it aud 
the sun was rig h t for us, we used to get 
the giraffe out in front of the entrance 
of the m ain tent und have him stand 
there like a great sentry. People used to 
stop and look up at him , and then tim 
first thing you kuow somebody’d dis­ 
cover his shadder. 
Anybody’d cast a 
long shudder at th a t hour of the day, of 
course, but the giraffe’s shadder reached 
us far as you contd see. And as soon as 
one man begun to look at it 40 others 
did, and then yon’d see ’em. 
I ’ve seen 
1,000 people a t a tim elin e cp long th at 
shadder and just stand along the edge 
of it down {Mist the m ain tent and the 
sideshow 
tents, 
ju st standing there 
lookiu at it. Tho giraffe was great, but 
his shadder fairly staggered 'oui. 
Aud 
there they’d stand till the sun dropped 
down under the edge of the earth, ai d 
the first tiling they know there w asn’t 
any shudder. Thou Ahey’d stare at each 
other for a m inute, and then all bunch 
up together “gain aud look ut the giraffe 
till we took him in. 
“ We used to have a line ou tho pro­ 
gram m e saying th a t at 8 o’clock und ut 
ti o ’clock the great giraffe would baud 
around ice w ater. Ttftfc’s whom the son * 


veuirs come in. 
We used to give aw ay 
the glasses t ho w ater was in. The glasses 
were m arked, ’Souvenir of the G reat 
G iraffe,’ aud whoever got ’em could 
keep ’em. 
The seats in our circus were 
divided into four sections. 
We used to 
give away four dozen tum blers at every 
iserformauce, one in each section. W hen 
the tim e come, w e’d m arch the giraffe 
around the edge of the ring, and in 
front of each section his keeper would 
hand him a w ire holder holding a dozen 
glasses, w hich be would take by the 
handle in bi? m onth. Tail as he was, he 
could reach easy to the highest buck 
scats. It's astonishing how people used 
to grab for those glasses. 
It seems as 
though the whole section w ould stand 
up on the seats and all grab for the 
holder w hen it come near ’em. 
T hey’d 
spill the w ater and get w et aud have 
the greatest tim e yon ever heard of, but 
nobody got hurt, aud so we ju st let her 
buzz along. 
B ut finally som ething did 
happen. 
“ A t one evening entertainm ent when 
he was serving out the souvenirs, when 
we come to one of the sections, there was 
a man sitting on the fourth tier from 
the top w ho picked up his boy, a bright 
looking youngster about IO years old, 
who was sittin g alongside of him , and 
sat him up on his shoulder. The giraffe 
lifted the holder up and sw ept it along 
tho seats w ith the people grabbing, and 
when it come near this m an w ith the 
boy on his shoulder the man ju st lifted 
him up so th a t the boy could stand on 
his shoulders. 
Ile was going to get one 
anyw ay, aud wbeu the holder came 
along the boy made a grab for it. There 
was only one glass left in it then, but 
the boy got it. Ho upset it lifting it out 
of the holder aud scattered the wafc r 
all over everybody, 
but th at d idn’t 
count. 
H e got the glass aud was com­ 
ing down w ith it when his father, in ­ 
stead of feeling him jounce down on his 
shoulder, felt his w eight grow ing lig h t­ 
er, and the next m inute he aud every­ 
body cise saw the boy suspended in the 
air. W hen the giraffe saw the last glass 
go, he lifted the holder, the w ay be a l­ 
ways did, to clear th e people before 
sw inging it around and down to the 
keeper. T his tim e when he lifted it the 
buttons on the outside of the cuff of tho 
boy’s jacket got caught in the wires. 
They were sewed on the way mothers 
sew on buttons, and they held tho 
youngsters w eight easily, aud when 
the giraffe lifted the holder up he lifted 
the boy w ith it. 
“ Then there was a scene. 
W e knew 
the giraffe w ouldu’t h u rt a fly, but it 
looked to the people as though he had 
the boy in bis teeth aud wuh going to 
sling him through the other end of no­ 
where. The whole audience rose up and 
stood 
leaning 
forrurd, w atchin and 
never sayiu boo, but tho giraffe swung 
his neck around as gentle and easy as 
the unu of u crane and lowered the 
holder aud the boy hanging to it safe 
into the arm s of the keeper in the ring. 
Tho boy hadn’t even dropped the tum ­ 
bler. 
“ Then the people did holler, and the 
giraffe w alked off as stately us yon 
please, the boy climbed buck up to his 
pop, aud the show w ent on. 
Nobody 
hurt, but w hen we run out of the tu m ­ 
blers we had on hand we adopted an ­ 
other stylo of souvenir. ” — Now York 
Bun.

A M an W ho M ake* Good M oney C learin g 
W arehouse* and Other Concern,* Around 
New York of Troubleoome R od en t*—Be­ 
gan the Busine** In Stockholm . 


Haibtnes of R iverside drive, between 
Seventy-fifth and E ightieth streets, on 
f very sunny days have noticed a m iddle 
aged man carrying a case, w hich ap­ 
pears to be about three feet long by one 
foot deep and tw o feet wide. 
I t is ap­ 
parently a black leather case w ith an 
ordinary grip handle to the upper part, 
and the man, seeking some unfrequent­ 
ed piece of w all, generally one of the 
em brasures, places bis case cm the w all, 
smokes his pipe and loiters around, lock­ 
ing a t the ever changing river and its 
traffic, lf others come around, he moves 
on, bot if not he m ay stay there from 
tw o to three hours in the full suu. 
Ho 
is a ra t catcher, or rather a ra t driver. 
He works only in large warehouses and 
does not touch tho sm aller dw elling 
houses or flats except in rare cases, 
j 
He is a Scandinavian whom nothing 
w ill warm to conversation bnt his na­ 
tive tongue. 
H is case is wood on the 
hack, ends and bottom and w ire on the 
front and top. 
There are neat spring 
shades w hich roll down over front and 
top. 
In this cage are eight or ten large 
rats. 
If auy one comes near, down go 
* the shades, but ss long as the coast is 
clear the shades are up and the rats are 
' running around basking in the sunlight. 
lf he takes yon into his confidence, he 
w ill tell yon th a t it is w ith theseY ats 
he clears buildings. 
The other day he 
said: 
“ W hen I wag living in Stockholm , 
th e largo granaries were full of rats, 
and a rew ard w as offered to d e a r them . 
M any tried. 
T raps were set by the 
hundred. 
“ One man bn ilt a room as large as an 
ordinary parlor, cased it w ith tin and 
fed the rats w ith oatm eal scented w ith 
oil of aniseed, gradually laying trains 
of this feed to the room un til he bad all 
the rats on a string. 
Then he fitted an 
autom atic drop to the entrance, and 
w hen his rats were feeding he caged 
them all, several hundred. 
The first 
m an w ho did th is w ent into the room 
w ith dogs to k ill them and was nearly 
eaten him self, like th at farm er out w est 
a few weeks a g a 
The second m an 
starved aud then poisoned his, bnt in t* 
week there w ere ju st as m any rats a* 
ever. 
The supply w as inexhaustible 
from the rivers and quays. 
Poisoning 
w as no good because of the terrific 
sm ell, and so I took the m atter in band. 
“ I thought it over and finally set u 
trap and caught some rats. Then I tied 
a piece of w ire round their necks, to 
w hich I slung a little tinkling brass 
bell, and then I let the bell ringer* 
loose in the building they bad been 
caught Id. 
They knew the runs and 
w ent to join th eir friends aud relatives, 
w ho of coarse ran from the bells. 
The 
m ore they ran the more ran the bell 
carriers, u n til the building w as ‘boo 
doc’ in ra t language and not a ra t 
w ould enter. 
“ If I could have lured back m y bell 
carriers, all w ould have been w ell; but, 
fam iliarity breeding contem pt, the rats 
grow accustomed to them and in a few 
m onths were back again, and as build­ 
ing after building had been cleared by 
th is trick there was not a rat in the cit* 
w ho did not know of the bells 
Then I 
tried tarrin g some rats w ith 
strong 
sm elling coal tar, w hich rats cannot 
bear and w ill avoid if possible, and this 
answ ered for aw hile, bat a fire occurred, 
aud a rat, ta r coated, ran o at of ti.% 
blading building w ith his fu r ablaze 
and, going into auntlier building not ip 
danger, set it on fire—wood gets very 
dry in those old buildings over thoro— 
aud so an ordinance was passed prohib­ 
itin g the nae of tar. 
“ I had m ade money, and I cam e to 
th is oouutry. I did well for some years, 
but in the depression my capital ran 
short aud I failed; so then I took to 
clearing business places of rats again 
and am doing quite well. 
The first 
th in g is to learn the lay of the building 
w here the rats come from. 
If a grain 
elevator is near, clear the elevator aud 
trap those in the other places. R ats very 
seldom run around more than one build­ 
ing, except as an overflow. 
Then, hav­ 
ing determ ined th a t point, try the tar, 
then the bell, and after th at these fel­ 
lows in the cage. They are coated w ith 
lum inous paint, and beiug exposed to 
th e sunlight here eau bo taken to a 
building tonight, loosed and w ill fly 
through tho runs, spreading fear w her­ 
ever they go and creating a stampede. 
If yon have over seen lum inous paint 
effects, you can readily understand it. 
The great beauty of this plan is th a t (he 
rats do not live more than 24 to 48 
hours after a coating w ith this paint, so 
tho novelty never wears off. It is a prep­ 
aration of limo, w hich I discovered for 
myself, and has to be newly m ade and 
m ixed liko a varnish. 
This closes the 
pores of the skin, and after chasing 
around to catch ap w ith the flying rela­ 
tives the rat is in a sweat, and th a t fin­ 
ishes him , and they never get used to it. 
W ill a ra t sweat? W ell, you cage a rat, 
and then let a terrier roll the cage 
around for a few m inutes, and yon w ill 
see a ra t as dump as if dipped into a 
pail of w ater. 
I get as high as #20 a 
m outh for keeping some places in this 
city clear of rats, and I work several 
other cities as well. The only thing I am 
afraid of is the society (Prevention of 
C ruelty to A nim als), but I have nearly 
m ade enough to start in m y own busi­ 
ness again, aud then I w ill cease rat 
driving. 
Sell my business? N a I may 
w ant agaiu iu this city of ups and 
dow ns.” —New York Sun,

Jacob A. Riie, author of “ How the 
Other Half Lives,” writes of “ Heroes 
Who Fight Fire” in The Century. The 
article Is one of the series “ Heroes of 
Peace.” Mr. Riis tells the following 
story of a heroic rescue at the Hotel 
Royal fire in New York some years ago: 
Sergeant Vaughan went up on the 
roof. The smoke was so dense there 
that he could see little, but through it 
ho heard a cry for help and made out 
the shape of a man standing upon a 
window sill in tho fifth story overlook­ 
ing the courtyard of the hotel. The 
yard was between them. Bidding his 
men follow—they were five all told— 
he ran down aud around in the next 
street to the roof of the house that 
formed an angle with the hotel wing. 
There stood tho man below him only a 
jump away, but a jump which no mor­ 
tal might take and live. His face and 
bands were black with smoke. Vaughan, 
looking down, thought bim a negro. He 
was perfectly calm. 
“ It is no use,” he said, glancing up. 
“ Don’t try. You can’t do it.” 
The sergeant looked wistfully about 
him. Not a stick or a piece of rope was 
in sight. Every shred was used below. 
There was absolutely nothing. 
“ But I 
couldn’t let him, ” ho said to me months 
after, when he had come out of the hos­ 
pital a whole man again and was back 
at work, “ I just couldn’t, standing 
there so qui< t and brave.” To the men 
ho said sharply; 
“ I want you to do exactly as I tell 
you now. Don’t grab me, but let me 
got the first grab.” He had noticed that 
the man wore a heavy overcoat, and had 
already laid his plan. 
“ Don’t try,” urged the man. 
“ You 
cannot save me. I will stay here till it 
gets too hot, then I will jump.” 
“ No, you won’t,” from the sergeant, 
as he lay at full length on the roof, look­ 
ing over. “ It is a pretty hard yard down 
there. I will get you or go dead myself. ” 
The four sat on the sergeant’s legs as 
be swung free down to the waist, so he 
was almost able to reach the man on the 
window, with outstretched hands. 
“ Now, jump—quirk!” be command­ 
ed, and the man jumped. 
He caught 
bim by both wrists as directed, aud the 
sergeant got a grip on the collar of his 
coat. 
“ Hoist!” he shouted to the four en 
the roof, and they tugged with their 
might. 
Tho sergeant’s body did not 
move. Bending over till the back creak­ 
ed, it hung over the edge, a weight af 
203 pounds suspended from and bolding 
it down. 
The cold sweat started upon 
his men’s foreheads as they tried and 
tried again, without gaining an inch. 
Blood dripped from Sergeant Vaughan's 
nostrils and ears. Sixty feet below was 
the paved courtyard. Over against him 
was the window, behind which be saw 
the ba** draft earning, gathering head 
way with lurid, swirling smoke. 
Now 
it burst through, burning the hair and 
the coots of the two. For an instant he 
thought all hope was gone. 
But in a flash it came back to him. 
To relieve the terrible dead weight that 
wrenched and tore at his muscles he 
was swinging the man to aud fro like a 
pendulum, bean touching head. 
He 
oould swing him up! A smothered shout 
warned his men. They crept nearer the 
edge without letting go their grip on 
him aud watched with staring eyes the 
human pendulum swing wider and wid­ 
er. farther and farther, until now, with 
a mighty effort, it swung within their 
reach. They caught the skirt of thecoat, 
held ou, pulled in, and in a moment 
lifted him over the edge.

WONDERFUL RESCUE 


HOW SERGEANT VAUGHAN SAVEO A 
LIFE AT A HOTEL FIRE. 


AP persons interested in the Good 
Citizens’ League and the cause of tem- ; seemed far off. 


A M em ber o f the New York D epartm ent 
W ho Endangered HI* Own Life fft gave 
a finest of the H otel Royal W ho H ad 
About Given Up A ll Hope. 


Jacob A. Riis, author of “ How tho 
Other Half Lives,” writer of “ Heroes 
Who Fight Fire” in The Century. Tho 
article 1h one of the series “ Heroes of 
Peace.” Mr. Riis tells the following 
story of a beroio reacuo at the Hotel 
Royal fire in New York some years ago: 
Sergeant Vaughan went up on the 
roof. The smoke wns so dense there 
that ho could see little, but through it 
he heard a cry for help and made oat 
the shape of a man standing upon a 
window sill in the fifth story overlook­ 
ing the courtyard of the hotel. The 
yard was between them. Bidding his 
men follow—they were five all told— 
he ran down aud around in the next 
street to the roof of the house that 
formed an angle with tho hotel wing. 
There stood tho man below him only a 
jump away, but a jump which no mor­ 
tal might take and live. His face and 
bands were black with smoke. Vaughan, 
looking down, thought bim a negro. He 
was perfectly calm. 
“ It is no use,” be said, glancing up. 
“ Don’t try. You can’t do it.” 
The sergeant looked wistfully about 
him. Not a stick or a piece of rope was 
in sight. Every shred was used below. 
There was absolutely nothing. 
“ But I 
couldn’t let him,” he said to me months 
after, when he bad come out of the hos­ 
pital a whole man again and was back 
at work, “ I just couldn’t, standing 
there so quiet aud brave.” To the men 
he said sharply: 
“ I want you to do exactly as I tell 
you now. Don’t grab me, but let me 
g»*t the first grab.” He had noticed that 
the man wore a h^avy overcoat, and had 
already laid bis plan. 
“ Don’t try,” urged the man. 
“ You 
cannot save me. I will stay here till it 
gets too hot, then I will jump. ” 
“ No, you won’t,” from the sergeant, 
as be lay at full length on the roof, look­ 
ing over. “ It is a pietty hard yard down 
there. I will get you or go dead myself. ” 
The four sat on the sergeant’s legs as 
he swung free down to the waist, so be 
was almost able to reach the man on the 
window, with outstretched hands. 
“ Now, jump—quick I” he command­ 
ed, and the man jumped. 
He caught 
him by both wrist* as diricted, aud the 
sergeant got a grip ca tho collar of his 
coat. 
“ Hoist!-’ he .-boated to the four on 
the roof, and they tugged with their 
m ight 
The ^serg* ant’s body did not 
mova Bending over till the back creak­ 
ed, it hung over the edge, a weight af 
203 pounds suspended from aud holding 
it down. 
The cold sweat started upon 
his men’s foreheads aa they tried aud 
tried again, without gaining an inch. 
Blood dripped from Sergeant Vaughan a 
nostrils and ears. Sixty feet below was 
the paved courtyard. Over against bim 
was tho window, behind which he saw 
the balk draft coming, gathering head­ 
way with lurid, swirling smoke.

it burst through, burning the hair aud 
the coats of the (w a For an instant ho 
> thought all hope was gone. 
But in a flash it came back to him. 
To relievo the terrible dead weight that 
wrenched aud tore at bis muscles he 
was swinging the man to aud fro like a 
pendulum, bead touching head.

oould swing him up I A smothered shout 
warned his men. They crept nearer the 
edge without letting go their grip on 
him aud watched with staring eyes the 
human pendulum swing wider and wid­ 
er, farther aud farther, until now, with 
a mighty effort, it sw ung within their 
reach. They caught the skirt of the coat, 
held on, pulled in, and in a moment 
lifted him over the edge. 
They lay upou the roof, all six, 
breathless, sightless, their faces turned 
to the winter sky.

In “ This Country of Ours,” in The 
Century, ex-President Harrison gives 
this interesting view of the workings of 
congress: “ A m ajority of each house, 
nuder the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 
If a quorum is not present and that fact 
Is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the members present are empow­ 
ered by Lhe constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. ’ A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions aud dinners, but al­ 
ways an unwelcome one when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
bouses. One-flfth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and the vote m ust be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceedings. This journal 
does not include the debates, which are, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record. 
“ The senators and members are priv­ 
ileged from arrest, except fo r treason, 
felony or broach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective houses 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. 
A member may 
be punished by the house to which he 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two-thirds vote of the bouse may be 
expelled. ”

A QUORUM OF CONGRESS. 


■toch Basto*** Transacted W ithout One. 
Privileges of R epresentative*. 
In “ This Country of Ours,” in The 
Century, ex-President Harrison give* 
this interesting view of the workings of 
congress; “ A majority of each hon**, 
nuder the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business 
Lf a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay rote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But tbs members present are empow­ 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and 'to compel the attend 
once of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. ’ A great deal of business is 
dono in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
aecial receptions and dinners, but a1- 
Ways an unwelcome one when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
bouses. One-fifth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and the vote must be recorded in 
tho journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceedings. This journal 
does not include the debates, which ore, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record. 
“ The senators and members are priv­ 
ileged from arrest, except far treason, 
felony or broach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective houses 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. 
A member may 
be punished by the bouse to which he 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two-thirds vote of the house may Ie 
expelled.**

His First Attack Failed—The Little Pirate 
Then Lay W ithin abort Range, anil W ith 
Rifles the Spanish Force Wa* Reduced 
and Finally Conquered. 


A series of sketches by Frank B. 
Ftocktoti on "The Buccaneers of Oar 
Coast" is one of the features of St. 
Nicholas. Mr, Stockton tells of the ad­ 
ventures 
of Bartholemy 
P o rtu g a l, 
who, with a small crew in a small ves­ 
sel, raptured a bago Spanish merchant­ 
man in the Caribbean sea. Mr. Stockton 
says: 
The little pirate sailed boldly to­ 
ward the big Spaniard, and tho latter 
vessel, utterly astonished at tho audac­ 
ity of this attack—for the pirates* flag 
was flying—-lay to, bead to the wind, 
and waited, the gunners standing by 
their cannon. 
When the pirates had 
oome near enough to see and understand 
the size and power of tho vessel they 
had thought of attacking, they did not, 
as m ight have been expected, put about 
and sail away at the best of their ves­ 
sel's speed, but they kept straight on 
their course, as if they were about to 
fall upon a great, unwieldy merchant­ 
man manned by common sailors. 
Perceiving tho foolhardiness of the 
little vessel, the Spanish commander 
determined to give it a lesson which 
would teach its aa pts in to understand 
better the relative power of great ves­ 
sels and little ones, so as soon as tbs 
pirates* vessel was near enough ho or­ 
dered a broadside fired upon it. 
The 
Spanish ship had a great many people 
on board. It had a crew of 70 men, and 
besides these there were some passen­ 
gers aud regular marines, and, know­ 
ing that the captain bad determined to 
fire upon the approaching vessel every­ 
body had gathered on deck to see tbs 
little pirate ship go down. 
But the ten great cannon balls which 
were shot cut at Bartholemy’s little 
t :aft all misted their aim, aud before the 
guns could be reloaded or the great ship 
be got around so as to deliver ber other 
broadside the pirate vessel was along 
side of her. 
Bartholemy had fired none 
of his cannon. 
Such guns were useless 
against so huge a foe. What he was aft 
er Was a baud' to hand combat on the 
deck of the Spanish ship. 
The pirates were all ready for hot 
work. 
They had thrown aside their 
o a ts aud shirts, as if each of them were 
going into a prizefight, and w1th their 
cutlasses in Cheir hands and their pis 
tole and knives in their belts 
they 
scrambled like monkeys up the sides of 
the great ship. But Spaniards ar«t brave 
men and good fighters— there were more 
than twice as many of them as there 
were of the pirate*—and it was not 
long before the latter found out that 
they could not capture that vessel by 
boarding i t So over the side they tum­ 
bled as fast as they could go, leaving 
some of their number dead aud wounded 
behind them. 
They jumped into their 
own reset I, and then they put off to a 
•bort distance to take breath and get 
ready for a different kind of fight. The 
triumphant Spaniards now prepared to 
get rid of this boatload of half naked 
wild bt asta, which they could easily do 
if they took better aim with their can­ 
non than they had done before. 
But to their amazement they hood 
found that they could do nothing with 
the guns, nor were they able to work 
their ship so aa to get It into position 
for effectual shots. Bartholemy and his 
mea laid aside their cutlasses aud their 
pistole and took up muskets, with which 
they were wall provided. 
Their vessel 
lay within very short range of tho Span­ 
ish ship, and whenever a man could be 
seen through the portholes or showed 
him self in the rigging or anywhere else 
where it was necessary to go in order 
to work the ship he made himself a tar­ 
get for the good aim of the pirates. The 
pirate vessel could move about as it 
pleased, for it required but a few men 
to manage it, aud so it kept out of 
the way of the Spanish guns, and its 
bt st marksmen, crouching close to the 
deck. fired and fired whenever a Span­ 
ish head was to be seen. 
Fear five long hours this unequal con­ 
test was kept up. 
It m ight have re 
minded one of a man with a slender rod 
and a long, delicate line who had 
hooked a big salmon. 
The man could 
not pull in the salmon, but, on the other 
band, the salmon could not hurt the 
man, and in the course of time the big 
Aah would be tired out and the man 
would get out his landing net and scoop 
him in. 
Now, Bartholemy thought he could 
scoop in the Spanish vessel 
So many 
of her men had been shot that tho two 
crews would be more nearly eqnal. 
So 
lie boldly ran his vessel alongside the 
big ship .and again boarded her. 
Then 
there was another great fight on the 
decks. 
Tho Spaniards had ceased to be 
triumphant, but they had become des­ 
perate, aud in the furious combat ten 
of the pirates were killed and four 
wounded. 
But 
the Spaniards fared 
worse thau that. More than half of the 
men who had not been shot by the pi­ 
rates went down before their cutlasses 
and pistols, and it was not long before 
Bartholemy had captured the great 
Spanish ship. 
It was a fearful and a costly victory 
be had gained. A groat part of his own 
men were lying dead or hapless on the 
deck, and o f the Spaniards only 40 were 
left alive, aud these, it appears from 
the accounts, must have been nearly all 
-wounded or disabled.

Tennyson said, "Somehow water is 
the element I love best of all four," but 
in the recent memoir he is also credited 
with saying that he "never cared great­ 
ly for the sea on the south coast 
It la 
not a grand sea, onij 
angry, curt sea." 
Probably that was a view expressed 
before be became familiar with Ilia lo­ 
cality, for though the Atlantic domino! 
plunge against the isle of W ight as 
against Cornwall and tho west of Ire­ 
land be himself has proved how much 
power and enchantment the sea reveals 
from the downs. 
Let the weather bs 
fair or foul, nature is never dull from 
the vantage ground of those convexities 
which seem like the rind of tbs earth 
and give an illusion of vastness and 
openness beyond their actual area Men 
striding on ridges and etched against 
the sky indeed seem "as trees w alking." 
The wind rustling in the ear, the sheep 
bleating, the sea chnrning among the 
bowlders, the occasional bellowing of a 
steamer for a pilot, the swallows crying 
in their low flights and the gulls scream­ 
ing give the only sounds. 
When the 
m ist closes over the scene, a strange 
sense of being disembodied possesses us, 
we are lost in the impenetrable vapor, 
and the gulls pass over our beads, vis­ 
ible but for an instant as they float from 
obscurity into obscurity. 
In times of 
storm one seems to be at the erat of tho 
elements and a witness to ail their 
processes. 
The clouds roll and break 
against tho cliffs like another sea, and 
sunbursts flashing from them leave a 
silver swath over the vexed and som­ 
ber billows.

Rarely was there a visitor at Farting- 
ford that be was not I trough t np to tbs 
beacon and shown all these wonders and 
beauties. 
Except in bis closing years 
the poet was found a peal them in all 
weathers and at all seasons, and from 
them and the surrounding scenery he 
drew many of the landscapes ai hit 
poems.—North American Review.

THE OU) CIRCUS MAN. 


HIS TALK ABOUT THE FIRST SOUVE­ 
NIRS GIVEN BY SHOW PEOPLE. 


They W ere D istributed by the G reat Gi­ 


raffe — A T h rilling Incident W h ich A t­ 


tended One Perfo rm an ce—How the Peo­ 


ple Stood on the Giraffe’s Shadow. 


“ Tho first souveuirs I ever know of 
being given out in the show business," 
said tile old circus man, “ we gave away 
in our show at the time wo had the big 
18 foot giraffe. 
We novor had an at­ 
traction that beat the big giraffe. 
The 
people were just carried away with 
him. There wasn’t anything about him 
but what interested 
them, even the 
slightest little things. 
On clear days, 
when we were where we could do it aud 
tile sun was right for us, we used to get 
the giraffe out in front of the entrance 
of the main tent aud have him stand 
there like a great sentry. People used to 
stop and look up at him, and then the 
first thing you know somebody’d dis­ 
cover his shadder. 
Anybody’d cast a 
long shadder at that hour of the day, of 
course, hut the giraffe’s shadder reached 
as far as you could see. And as soon as 
one man begun to look at it 40 others 
did, and then you’d see ’em. 
I ’ve seen 
1,000 people at a tim eline up long that 
shudder and just stand along the edge 
of it down past the main tout aud the 
sideshow 
tents, 
just standing there 
lookin at it. Tho giraffe was great, but 
his shadder fairly staggered ’em. 
And 
there they’d stand till the sun dropped 
down under the edge of the earth, and 
the first thing they knew there wasn’t 
any shadder. Then ib ey ’d stare at each 
other for a minnie, and then all bunch 
up together r,gain aud look at the giraffe 
till we took him in. 
“ We used to have a line on tho pro­ 
gramme saying that at 3 o’clock and at 
0 o’clock the great giraffe would hand 
around ice water. That's wlieru Mid sou-

cen irs come in. 
We used to give away 
the glasses the water was in. The glasses 
were marked, 'Souvenir of the Great 
Giraffe,’ aud whoever got ’em could 
keep ’em. 
The seats in our circus were 
divide d into four sections. 
We used to 
give away four dozen tumblers at every 
performance, one in each section. When 
tile time come, we’d march the giraffe 
around the edge of the ring, and in 
front of each section bis keeper would 
iiand him a wire holder holding a dozen 
glasses, which he would take by the 
handle in hi? mouth. Tall as he was, he 
could reach easy to the highest back 
seats. I f s astonishing how people used 
to grab for those glasses. 
It seems as 
though the whole section would stand 
up on the seats aud all grab for tho 
holder when it come near ’em. 
They’d 
spill tho water and get wet and have 
the greatest time yon ever heard of, but 
nobody got hurt, aud so we just let her 
buzz along. 
But finally something did 
happen. 
“ At one evening entertainment when 
he was serving out the souveuirs, wheu 
we come to one of the sections, there was 
a man sitting on the fonrtb tier from 
the top who picked up bis boy, a bright 
looking youngster about IO years old, 
who was sitting alongside of him, and 
sat him up on his shoulder. The giraffe 
lifted the holder up and swept it aloug 
the seats with the people grabbing, and 
when it come near this man with the 
boy on his shoulder the man jnst lifted 
him up so that the boy could stand on 
his shoulders. 
He was going to get one 
anyway, aud when the holder came 
along tho boy made a grab for it. There 
was only one glass left in it then, but 
the boy got it. He upset it lifting it out 
of the holder and scattered the water 
all over everybody, 
bot that didn’t 
count. 
He got the glass and was com­ 
ing down with it when bis father, in­ 
stead of feeling him jounce down on bis 
shoulder, felt his weight growing light­ 
er, aud the next minute he and every­ 
body else saw the boy suspended in the 
air. When the giraffe saw the last glass 
go, he lifted the bolder, the way he al­ 
ways did, to clear the people before 
swinging it around aud dowTu to the 
keeper. This time when he lifted it the 
buttons on the outside of the cuff of tho 
boy’s jacket got caught iu the wires. 
They were sewed on the way mothers 
sew on buttons, aud they held the 
youngster’s weight easily, and when 
the giraffe lifted the holder up he lifted 
the boy with it. 
“ Then there was a scene. 
We knew 
the giraffe wouldn’t hurt a fly, but it 
looked to the people as though he had 
the boy in bis teeth aud was going to 
sling him through the other end of no­ 
where. The whole audience rose up and 
stood 
leaning 
forrard, watchin and 
never sayiu boo, but tho giraffe swung 
his neck around as gentle and easy as 
the arm of a crane and lowered the 
holder aud the boy hanging to it safe 
into the arms of the keeper in the ring. 
The boy hadn’t even dropped the tum­ 
bler. 
“ Then the people did holler, and the 
giraffe walked off as stately as you 
please, the boy climbed back up to his 
pop, aud the show went on. 
Nobody 
hurt, but wheu we ran out of the tum­ 
blers we had ou hand we adopted an­ 
other style of souvenir.’’— New York 
Bun.

W arehouse* and O ther Concern* Around 


New Y ork of Troublesom e R odent*—B o­ 


gan th e Busine** In Dtoekholto 


Haibtues of Riverside drive, between 
Seventy-fifth and Eightieth streets, on 
very sunny days have noticed a middle 
aged man carrying a case, wbich ap­ 
pears to be about throe feet long by one 
foot deep and two feet wide. 
It is ap­ 
parently a black leather case with an 
ordinary grip handle to the upper part, 
and the man, seeking some nufreqnent- 
sd piece of walk generally one of the 
embrasures, places his case on the wall, 
smokes his pipe and loiters around, lock­ 
ing at the ever changing river and its 
traffic. If others come around, he moves 
on, but if not he may stay there from 
two to three hours in the full sun. 
Ho 
is a rat catcher, or rather a rat driver. 
He works only in large warehouses and 
does not touch tho smaller dwelling 
houses or flats except in rare cases. 
Ho is a Scandinavian whom nothing 
w ill warm to conversation but his na­ 
tive tongue. 
His case is wood on the 
back, ends and bottom and wire on the 
front and top. 
There are neat spring 
shades which roll down over front and 
top. 
In this cage are eight or ten large 
rats. 
If auy one comes near, down go 
the shades, bat as long as the coast la 
clear the shades are up and the rats are 
running around basking in the sunlight. 
If he takes yon into his confidence, he 
will tell you that it is with theseYats 
he clears buildings. 
The other day he 
said: 
“ When I was living in Stockholm, 
the large granaries were full of rats, 
and a reward was offered to clear them. 
Many tried. 
Traps were set by the 
hundred. 
“ One man bnilt a room as large as an 
ordinary parlor, cased it with tin aud 
fed the rats with oatmeal scented with 
oil of aniseed, gradually laying trains 
of this feed to the room until he had all 
the rats on a string. 
Then he fitted an 
automatic drop to the entrance, and 
when his rats were feeding he caged 
them all, several hundred. 
The first 
man who did this went into the room 
with dogs to kill them and was nearly 
eaten himself, like that farmer out west 
a few weeks ago. 
The second man 
starved and then poisoned his, but in t« 
week there wero just as many rats a* 
ever. 
The supply was inexhaustible 
from the rivers and quays. 
Poisoning 
was no good because of the terrific 
smell, and so I took the matter in hand. 
“ I thought it over and finally set u 
trap and caught some rats. Then I God 
a piece of wire round their necks, tc 
which I slung a little tinkling brass 
bell, and then I let the bell ringer* 
loose in tho bnilding they bad been 
caught in. 
They knew the runs and 
went to join their friends and relatives, 
who of course ran from the bells. 
Th# 
more they ran the more ran the bell 
carriers, until the building was ‘ boo 
doc’ in rat language and not a ra* 
would enter. 
“ If I could have lured back my bell 
carriers, all would have been well; bot. 
fam iliarity breeding contempt, the rats 
grew accustomed to them and in a few 
months were back again, and as build­ 
ing after building had been cleared by 
this trick there was not a rat in the c it/ 
who did not know of the bells. 
Then I 
tried tarring some rats with 
strong 
smelling coal tar, which rats cannot 
bear and will avoid if possible, and this 
answered for awhile, but a fire occurred, 
and a rat, tar coated, ran out of ti.% 
blazing bnilding with his fur ablaz# 
and, going into another bnilding not ip 
danger, set it on fire— wood gets very 
dry in those old buildings over there-- 
aud so an ordinance was passed prohib­ 
iting the use of tar. 
" I bad made money, aud I came to 
this country. I did well for some years, 
but in the depression my '’apital ran 
short and I failed; so then I took to 
clearing business places of rats again 
and am doing quite well. 
The first 
thing is to learn the lay of the building 
where the rats come from. 
If a grain 
elevator is near, clear the elevator and 
trap those in tho other places. Rats very 
seldom run around more than one build­ 
ing, except as an overflow. 
Then, hav­ 
ing determined that point, try the tar, 
then the bell, and after that these fel­ 
lows in the cage. They are coated with 
luminous paint, and being exposed to 
the sunlight here can be taken to a 
building tonight, loosed and will fly 
through the runs, spreading fear wher­ 
ever they go and creating a stampede. 
If you have over seen luminous paint 
effects, yon can readily understand it. 
The great beauty of this plan is that the 
rats do not live more than 24 to 48 
hours after a coating with this paint, so 
the novelty never wears off. It is a prep­ 
aration of lime, which I discovered for 
myself, and has to be newly made aud 
mixed liko a varnish. 
This closes tho 
pores of the skin, and after chasing 
around to catch up with the flying rela­ 
tives the rat is in a sweat, and that fin­ 
ishes him, and they never get used to it. 
W ill a rat sweat? Well, you cage a rat, 
and then let a terrier roll the cage 
around for a few minutes, and you will 
see a rat as damp as if dipped into a 
pail of water. 
I get as high as $20 a 
month for keeping some places in this 
city clear of rats, and I work several 
other cities as well. The only thing I am 
afraid of is the society (Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals), but I havo nearly 
made enough to start in my own busi­ 
ness again, and then I will cease rat 
driving. 
Sell my business? No, I may 
want again in this city of ups and 
dow ns."—New York Sun.

WONDERFUL RESCUE, 


HOW SERGEANT VAUGHAN SAVED A 


LIFE AT A HOTEL FIRE. 


A Member of the New York Department 
Who Kmtanvered His Own Life CB Pave 
a fluent of the Hotel Royal Who Had 
About Olven Up AII Hope. 


Jacob A. UH*?, author of “ Kaw th e 
O ther H alf L ives," w rites of "H eroes 
W ho F ig h t F ire " in The Century, The 
article is one of the w ries "H eroes of 
Peace.’’ Mr, Riin tells the follow ing 
story of a heroic rescue at the Hotel 
Royal fire in New York some years ago; 
Sergeant Vaughan w ent up on the 
roof. 
The smoke was bo dense there 
that he could see little, but through it 
h«‘ heard a tiy fez help and m ade out 
the shape of a man standing upon a 
w indow sill in the fifth story overlook­ 
ing tho courtyard of the hotel. 
The 
yard was between them , 
Bidding his 
men follow —they wero five all told— 
he ran down and around iu tho next 
street to the roof of the bouse th at 
formed an angle w ith the hotel wing. 
T here stood the man below him only a 
jum p away, but a jum p which no m or­ 
tal m ight take and live. 
H is face and 
hands wero black w ith smoke. Vaughan, 
looking down, thought him a negro. He 
was perfectly calm. 
" I t is no use,” he said, glancing up. [ 
"D o n ’t try. You can’t do it.” 
The sergeant looked w istfully about 
him . N ot a stick or a piece ai rope was 
in sight. 
Every shred was used below. 
There was absolutely nothing. 
" B u t I 
couldn’t lot h im ," b e said to me m onths 
after, when he bad come out of tho hos­ 
pital a whole man again and was bark 
at work, "I ju st 
couldn't, standing 
there so quiet and brave.” To the men 
he said sharply; 
" I w ant you to *0 exactly as I tell 
you now. 
Don’t grab me, but let me 
get the first grab.” He had uoticod th at 
the man wore a heavy overcoat, and had 
already laid his plan. 
"D o n ’t try ," urged the m an. 
"Y ou 
cannot save me. 
I w ill stay here till it 
gets too hot, then I w ill jum p. ” 
"N o, you w on’t," from the sergeant, 
as he lay at full length on tho roof, look­ 
ing over. " I t is a pretty hard yard down 
there. I w ill get you or go dead m yself." 
Tho four >at on the sergeant’s legs as 
bo swung free down to the waist, so he 
was alm ost able to reach the man on the 
window, w ith outstretched banda 
"N ow , jum p— quick I" bo com m and­ 
ed, and the man jum ped. 
He caught 
him by both w rists as directed, and the 
sergeant got a grip oa tho collar of his 
coat. 
"H o ist!" he shouted to the four on 
the roof, and they tugged w ith their 
m ight. 
Tho •sergeant’* body did not 
move. Bending over till the back creak­ 
ed, it hung over the edge, a w eight *f 
SOS pound* ?uspended from and bolding 
it down. 
The cold sweat started upon 
bis m en's foreheads as they tried and 
tried again, w ithout gaining an inch. 
Blood dripped from Sergeant Vaughan a 
nostrils and ears. Sixty feet below w as 
the paved courtyard. Over against him 
was the w indow, behind which he saw* 
the ba** d raft coming, gathering head­ 
way w ith lurid, sw irling smoke. 
Now 
it burst through, burning the hair aud 
the coats of the two. For an instant ho 
thought all hope was gone.

A QUORUM OF CONGRESS. 


M ach Rh Ib h i T n iiw o ttd W ith o u t On* 
P rivileges o f R epresen tativ es. 
In "This Country of Ours,’* In The 
Century, ex-Presldent Harrison gives 
this interesting view of the working* cf 
congress: “ A majority of each house, 
nuder the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 
Lf a quorum is not present and that fact 
Is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, biod 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the members present ore em pow 
ared by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and 'to compel the attend 
once of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. ’ A great deal of business la 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions and dinners, but al­ 
ways an unwelcome one when ho comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. One-fifth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and the vote must be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceedings. This journal 
doea not include the debates, which are, 
however, published in full daily in Tbs 
Congressional Record. 
‘‘The senators and members are priv­ 
ileged from arrest, except for treason, 
felony or broach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective bouses 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. A member may 
be punished by the house to which hr 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two-thirds vote of the house may be 
expelled. ”
